The lat- 
ter has a brass rail at the back and a drop 
leaf at each end. These are pieces which 
have been endowed with touches of ele- 
gance making them perfect foils for lux- 
urious settings. They are welcome ad- 
ditions to the extensive line of French 
furniture for which this firm is noted. 


Showroom with Ideas 
We are all in favor of avoiding the clichés 
of interior design, and when Helen Carity 
Greene and Lester Greene professed that 
such was their aim in opening a shop 
devoted to antique and reproduction fur- 
niture and accessories, we decided we had 
to see for ourselves. Their beautiful new 
showroom at 697 Madison Avenue, New 
York bears abundant evidence that they 
are succeeding remarkably in this objec- 
tive, for here you will not only see many 
unusual and “different”? items but also 
gain some interesting ideas in the way 
these pieces can be used. Carved wooden 
figures, for instance, have been given 
functionalism by using them in pairs for 
the bases of console tables or as wall 
brackets. Italian Directoire night tables 
have been adapted for modern use by 
providing hidden storage space in them 
for a telephone or an alarm clock. Old 
boxes have been lined for use as ice 
buckets. A French Victorian dressing 
table of iron has been given a “new look” 
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with charcoal gray paint and trompe 
Voeil decoration. Other furniture which 
you will find here tends toward the late 
French and Italian styles: arm and side 
chairs, coffee tables, an Italian reproduc- 
tion cabinet painted off-white with green 
trim, several unusual Venetian gold rope 
chain chairs in their original finish. In 
lamps and accessories, the Greenes show 
a penchant for classic motifs. Here, too, 
the conventional has been avoided and 
an emphasis is placed on the unusual. A 
particularly interesting idea is the use of 
a fireplace fender fitted on either end 
with a hurricane lamp—a striking decor- 
ation for use on a long sideboard. This is 
a good place to bring your client, for she 
can readily visualize how these pieces 
would look in her own home. 


New Shades and 
Draperies 


Columbia Mills and designer Dorothy 
Liebes have collaborated to produce some 
very attractive new window shades and 
draperies which are adaptations of Miss 
Liebes’ hand-woven fabrics but, being 
produced by machine, fall into a much 
more comfortable price category. The 
identifying name “Ariel” has been be- 
stowed upon them is most appropriate, 
for they have most of the qualities which 
Shakespeare gave to their namesake: a 
light airyness, and the ability to change 
slightly in appearance with varying de- 
grees of light.

Reproductions 

All the character and charm of eight- 
eenth-century lighting fixtures to be seen 
in restored buildings of historic Williams- 
burg, Virginia, have been captured in the 
exact replicas (optionally adapted for 
electricity) now being manufactured ex- 
clusively by Edward F. Caldwell & Co., 
Inc. of 101 Park Ave., NYC 17, and 
distributed under license from Williams- 
burg Restoration, Inc. Romance lies in 
the stories behind these authentic repro- 
ductions, the originals of which are now 
in the buildings of recreated Colonial 
Williamsburg. Eight of these fixtures are 
now ready for the market, twenty-four 
will be available by November Ist, and by 
the first of the year a collection of thirty 
will be completed. The group is composed 
of chandeliers, sconces and lanterns for 
interior and exterior use, some of which 
will be offered in both brass and pewter. 
Among the fixtures now on display is a 
charming sconce, copied from a pair of 
antique pewter sconces in the west dining 
room of Chowning’s Tavern. The lions 
“rampant regardant” form a motif for the 
backplate. Dignified in its simplicity is 
another pewter sconce, the original of 
which is in the west flanking building of 
the Governor's Palace. Adapted from a 
wall lantern at the east carriage entrance 
of the Governor's Palace is a reproduction 
made of copper, finished black, with clear 
glass front and sides, and an electrified 
oil font with glass chimney. Width is 
11%” and height 175”. The date 1726 
engraved in the body of one chandelier 
precisely determines when it was made.

MUSEUM OF THE CITY OF NEW YORK 


A special exhibition of New York fur- 
niture from 1710 to about 1810 from the 
collection of Mrs. J. Insley Blair will open 
October 8 at the Museum of the City of 
New York, Fifth Avenue at 103rd to 104th 
Streets, admission free. This group of 
eighteen unusual pieces, the gift of Mrs. 
Screven Lorillard, the daughter of Mrs. 
Biair, affords the opportunity to study the 
outstanding workmanship of local cabinet- 
makers during a hundred year span. 

An exhibition devoted to examples by 
New York craftsmen is noteworthy in the 
fact that so little information is known 
ibout these early makers. In contrast to 
many eastern cities, signed pieces of fur- 
niture by local cabinetmakers are rare, the 
ravages of fire, rapid expansion and migra- 
tion taking its toll. Thus, research to estab- 
lish characteristics of particular makers 
and development of local trends has been 
hampered. However, Mrs. Blair, a noted 
collector of Americana, kept a careful rec- 
ord of the provenance of each piece in this 
exhibition which adds much to its interest.

TRENDS IN THE MAKING 


With this issue, INTERIOR DESIGN begins a monthly feature titled 7 
Interior Designers. Its purpose is to demonstrate the importance of the 
interior designer as the leading factor in setting the style trends of the 
homefurnishings industry. 

It is the collective acceptance or use of various products by the 
interior designing profession that sets the trend for color, design and 
texture for the mass production of furniture, fabrics, floor coverings, 
wall coverings, lighting fixtures and accessories for the entire industry. 
Indeed the interior designer is to the homefurnishings industry what 
the couturier is to the dress industry. 

It is physically impossible for every professional designer of interiors 
to participate directly in this feature. However, those who are partici- 
pating will represent a good cross-section of the entire profession cover- 
ing all of the important geographic areas. 

Seven interior designers representing a different section of the coun- 
try each month will select one item in each of the above six categories. 
All of the items selected will have been used on a current job at the 
time the selections are submitted. Each piece selected is not to be con- 
sidered as representing the interior designer’s concept of the best de- 
signed piece in each category on the market, but an item which in his 
opinion meets best the requirements for the job at hand. 

At the end of a twelve-months period, 84 interior designers will have 
given 84 different color combinations and have selected 504 individual 
items of homefurnishings. These selections will definitely indicate de- 
sign, color, and texture in the style trends for the industry. The basic 
value of this important feature is to demonstrate the type of product 
that is being used as against any theoretical or editorial prognostication 
of trends. It is a fact-finding service for the entire homefurnishings 
field. This is a feature to be studied carefully each month by interior 
designers, manufacturers, importers and jobbers because it will repre- 
sent a common denominator of the trends in furniture, fabrics, floor 


coverings, wall coverings, lighting and accessories for the future.

In Texas, guests take a simple delight in 
just lazing on the porch or terrace on a sum- 
mer day or evening.

for instance, believed that the jay was able to warn 
their enemies of an ambush or a surprise attack. Thus 
birds were regarded by some with great respect and 
not a little apprehension lest they might utilize their 
knowledge to man’s harm. Such notions still persist 
today among a few peoples of the world. In rural 
Malay if a wild bird flies into a house, the bird must 
be caught and smeared with oil and then released into 
the open air with a formula of words adjuring it to 
take away all ill luck. 

A feeling that birds bring good luck, however, has 
far outweighed any superstitions that they are ill 
omens. As far back as the Middle Ages we know from 
references in literature that in England birds were 
kept in cages as domestic pets. It was also customary 
at this time to keep rough wooden cages in the kit- 
chens for the purpose of fattening birds to be used 
as food. The illustration on the next page is from an 
old miniature of about 1475 and shows birds in a 
wooden cage suspended from the ceiling by a pulley.

DILEMMA 


Any interior worth assembling will pre- 
sent technical difficulties for the interior 
designer. And usually the more important 
the interior, the more difficulties there will 
be encountered. The resourceful interior 
designer, however, is always able to find 
ways to solve problems if he has mastered 
the subject. 

The problem room can be faced as a 
challenge, which will require more effort 
and resourcefulness, or it may be repre- 
sented as an idea which either the interior 
designer or his client has desired to express, 
in which case an adaptation of theme, 
either of styling or color treatment can be 
the important issue; in the case of a hobby 
room, bar or dressing room, the interior 
designer may express an amusing whim of 
his client or merely show what he is 
capable of doing. 

Regardless, the interior designer should 
so perfect himself in his individual tech- 
nique—with a thorough knowledge of fab- 
rics, floor coverings, wallpaper and acces- 
sories (and technique is, after all, nothing 
more than a knowledge of the application 
of materials )—until it is almost instinctive.

Problem rooms are, by their very nature, 
always interesting. And contending with 
present-day architectural backgrounds of 
new apartment houses—as frequent in 
New York as in other cities throughout the 
country—is doubtless the biggest problem 
which the interior designer has to face. 
A typical apartment incorporating several 
of these problems was recently completed 
by Interior Designer Belle R. Schwartz, of 
Sutton House Interiors, New York, for a 
client in Riverdale.

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MID-CENTURY MODERN 


By HERBERT M. ROTHSCHILD 
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Until very recent years modern design was in its adolescent stage. It had all the 
characteristics of the adolescent. It was in revolt against its parents. It was in revolt 
against its surroundings. It was afraid to admit that there could be anything good 
about anything that had ever been done before. Being different seemed to be the 
chief thing that mattered. Most of it, like most adolescents, was hard to live with. 

As we move through the sixth decade of the 20th century, modern design shows 
unmistakable signs of coming of age. Like a mature person, today’s modern is not 
ashamed to acknowledge its ties with the past. Witness the revival of wrought iron. 
Not since the Spanish and Italian Renaissance has so much metal been seen in 
furniture. So too, color is again finding its way into wood finishing. In every civilized 
country, through the ages, people have painted and tinted their furniture. Color has 
always been as instrumental as shape, in endearing furniture to people in all stations 
of life. Modern is rediscovering the use of color, and applying it, of course, in new 
ways. 

Another characteristic of mid-century modern is its recognition of the fact that 
this is truly the “century of the common man”. Today’s modern is designed for and 
suited to the needs and tastes of prince and pauper alike. True, differences in quality 
and price determine what is or is not within reach of each man’s purse. But whereas 
in other times there was one style for the prince and another for the peasant, today’s 
modern is no respecter of classes. It is for Everyman. 

And, finally, elegance and enrichment are giving an emotional content to modern 
furniture that has long been missed by people who have a bowing acquaintance with 
the cultures of other days. Observe the emergence of Chinese influence enriching 
today’s modern. Some of these design elements stem from the Ming Dynasty, a period 
that lasted 300 years. They reappear in American design today for the same reasons 
that they persisted in China for generations. They are functional. They avoid mean- 
ingless ornamentation. They have grace and warmth and follow natural forms. 
Soft curves always insinuate themselves to take the curse off hard angularity. They 
evoke unaccountable emotional response. Mies van der Rohe was perhaps the first 
great modern designer to show an understanding of these principles in his Barcelona 
chair of 1929. With it he proved that modern design can be new and original with- 
out denouncing its ancestry. All this signifies that modern has grown up. Modern 
furniture now has an assurance about it. No longer does it (like an adolescent) wear 
a poker face, afraid to show emotion. On the way out is the austere, cold, clinical 
modern that, like an insecure person, presents a bold front to cover up its real shal- 
lowness. Gone is that bleak, unfriendly modern that could mix with nothing older 
than itself. And gone also, Heaven be praised, is that aberration called Borax modern 
and the design hypocrisy that preceded it. Modern is developing into the “period” 


furniture of this century. Continued on page 127 
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The machine has created a de- 


sign problem which we are only 
now beginning to solve. This 
traveling exhibition from Britain, 
small but select, shows 150 items 
made both by machine and by 
hand which have been designed 
with care and made with skill of 
good and suitable materials. For 
generations Britain has been mak- 
ing her goods of sound materials, 
“working most successfully in those 
crafts traditional to Britain.” But 
since about 1830 they have, unfor- 
tunately, not always been beauti- 
fully designed. Such has indeed 
been the common failing in every 
country which has turned from 
hand to machine production. In 
England it has been evident of 
late years in the crafts applicable 
to interior design—especially in 
fabrics, furniture and wallpapers, 
and in earthenware and _porce- 
lains. 

Because it is not always realized 
that a high standard of living in 
any real sense is not possible to 
people surrounded by the depress- 
ing ugliness which is so often ac- 
cepted as inevitable, the Council 
of Industrial Design, determined 
to introduce better standards of

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In viewing the many new items 
which are constantly appearing on 
the market, it is often difficult to es- 
tablish the direction in which design 
seems to be going and even more 
difficult at times to pick from this 
mass of merchandise, items which 
are noteworthy from the point of 
view of design, function and manu- 
facture. The Good Design exhibi- 
tion, sponsored jointly by the Mu- 
seum of Modern Art and the Chi- 
cago Merchandise Mart, has been a 
valuable means in overcoming these 
difficulties, for it aids the consumer, 
interior designer and all concerned 
with homefurnishings to follow the 


trends and to see what is considered 


best in design as chosen by experts in 


the field. 











Chairs designed by Charles Eames 
and Harry Bertoia are represented 


in this general grouping of furni- 
ture and accessories. Bucket chair 
in background is one of two dif- 
ferent models chosen in June. 


Small-scale patterns and_ subtle 
textures keynote the new fabrics.

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For the June exhibition held at 
the Merchandise Mart in Chicago, 
the Museum’s Selection Committee, 
which is headed by Edgar Kauf- 
mann, Jr., chose approximately two 
hundred new items to be added to 
those which had been selected for 
the January show. These were chosen 
from more than 8,000 entries and 
will replace the items selected in 
June, 1952. Selections from both the 
January and June exhibitions will be 
shown at the Museum of Modern Art 
in New York beginning on Septem- 
ber 23, 1953. 

First to be noted among the gen- 
eral trends was a swing to a more 
formal, classic look in design, par- 
ticularly in furniture and fabrics.

printed in Switzerland from a design by Mr. Laszlo. 

Opening off the entrance hall is a powder room with 
walls of plastic wallpaper painted bright silver as a foil 
for the blue lacquer. dressing table with antiqued mirror 
top supporting a pair of antique Chinese figures mounted 
as lamps, a mirror with silver bolection frame, and 
chairs, lacquered blue and upholstered with red patent 
leather. 

The game room, which gives upon the terrace facing 
the swimming pool, has a floor of brown and beige 
Swedish cork set in a checkerboard pattern, over which 
has been laid a gray free-form carpet.

The dressing room off the bedroom has blue walls 
and gray carpet, and is dominated by a long dressing 
table and cabinet of red lacquer with mirrored shelves 
that contribute to the air of smart designing throughout 
the house. The chairs here, consisting of an upholstered 
chair at the dressing table and a luxurious armchair, 
are of Lucite covered in Italian silk printed in Switzer- 
land from a design by Mr. Laszlé. A high window, ex- 
tending the length of the room over the dressing table, 
is curtained with a handwoven screen of red lacquered 
reeds interwoven with blue, gray and white fabric that 
adds an emphatic note to the color scheme. 

Mr. McGaha’s bedroom, in sharp contrast to the other 
master bedroom, is paneled in light walnut with curtains 
of natural soft leather hide, reiterating the wide natural 
leather headboard of the bed with its built-in reading 
lights. The predominant colors here are rust and green, 
with furniture in two-tone walnut. 

The daughters’ suite, comprising two bedrooms and 
sitting room and dressing room and bath, is developed 
in a green and red color scheme, one of the bedrooms 
predominantly in shades of green, and the other with 
exactly the same furnishings in red. The sitting room 
has a balloon pattern on a white background, used on 
wallpaper and on a matching fabric for curtains and 
upholstery for a pair of sofas. A large coffee table set 
in the middle of the room between the sofas is finished 
in green lacquer to complement the other tables and 
cabinets of bleached walnut. Red lacquer lamps supply 
a vivid note that is repeated in the accessories. 

The duo-color scheme of the daughters’ suite is ex- 
tended into their dressing room with its red and green 
color scheme to denote its division of properties for each 
of the two girls. Quilted chintz is mounted on buckram 
to form a shaped window surround at the single long 
window over cabinets occupying an entire wall, and a 


single long dressing table with a large mirror panel , 


occupies another wall; two chairs before the table are 
covered in quilted chintz, one in red, the other in green. 
The interior designer confining his practice to modern 
design alone has to find new decorative situations in 
which his creative abilities inspire responses actually of 
a much wider audience. It is perhaps in this fact that 
the importance of Mr. Laszlé’s house in Texas is 
realized. The fine designing is applicable to houses in 
other sections of the country, and we can be sure that 
they will be just as commendable as the one is shown to 
be here.

| was probably taken from the cage, and in the other room 
the master of the house is being served a dinner of birds. 
| Although this custom continued well into the seventeenth 
| century, there is also evidence of extremely ornate cages 
| which were used either for purely decorative purposes 
_ or for keeping birds as pets. A liking for exotic birds 
| was widespread among the upper classes in France, and 
innumerable documents survive which mention cages 
and the prices paid for their manufacture. A 1380 inven- 
tory of Charles V of France reveals a cage in his posses- 
sion which was garnished with precious stones and con- 
tained stuffed birds filled with powdered perfumes from 
| Cyprus. Louis XI (c. 1480) adorned his salon with birds 
| in cages of silver with rural subjects painted around the 
| bases. At the end of the sixteenth century bird catchers 
_ in France were incorporated and granted the privilege 
| of making metal cages, while those of wicker were pro- 
duced by the basket makers. The majority of antique 
| bird cages of any decorative value are of French or 
| Dutch origin although a number of English cages of 
great beauty have come down to us. 
In the early part of this century it was a hobby of 
many people to hunt down and collect old bird cages

While 
our friend may be somewhat optimistic about the pos- 
sibilities that can be evolved from the construction of 
bird cages, we still have “a happy hunting ground” for 
bird lovers and cage fanciers, and today more than ever 
there is a decided interest in bird cages both from a use- 
ful and a decorative point of view. As a motif they have 
been used in many recent fabric and wallpaper designs. 
ole As a design form they are used for lighting fixtures and 
planters.

horizontal plane that makes the walls appear wider 
apart. The heights of the furniture units have also been 
unified and kept low and long to emphasize perspective. 

The trick of making a narrow space expand begins in 
the entrance hall, which extends into the living room; 
a wall at one end has been papered with a scenic cut-out 
panel showing urn and flowers that gives a surprising 
widened effect and an outdoors atmosphere. 

The walls of the living room are painted a celadon 
hue, and the carpet is the same color in shadow. Over- 
curtains are of green antique satin twill matching the 
walls, and are patterned with scrolls in soft shrimp pink, 
framing panels of embroidered sheer curtains. Interest 
in the room is centered at the sofa, in a green nubby 
fabric matching the carpet, with accompanying cocktail 
table with marble top, and tables holding beautiful lamps 
contrived from rare porcelain vases, the bases of wood 
specially painted to match the floral design on the vases. 
Hung above the sofa is a group of paintings picturing 
contemporary Paris scenes. Flanking the sofa are a wing 
chair upholstered in ice-green damask and an Adam

matching hue. Before the larger window facing the sofa 
a companion Adam white and gilt armchair has been 
placed with an accompanying bouillotte mahogany lamp 
stand, the simple grouping contributing both interest and 
an effect of spaciousness; and at the far end of the room 
a fine mahogany Regency desk and bench have been 
placed between the two windows for both their usefulness 
and good looks. 

To the right of the larger window two upholstered 
chairs in fabric matching that on the sofa have been 
stationed at right angles to each other, with a two-tiered 
lamp stand between, which constitute an important 
group for dividing the long room and creating a neces- 
sary horizontal plane across the width. Behind this group- 
ing a specially designed Venetian cabinet painted ice- 
green holds the owner’s collection of antique porcelains 
and occupies to advantage an otherwise awkward wall- 
space in the long, narrow room. Opposite this cabinet 
a Regency pier table with marble top has been placed, 
with a gilt framed mirror above it. This grouping, with 
a fine bronze doré chandelier in the same style, creates 
the welcome feature of a large hall at the entrance and 
supplements the formal atmosphere of the room. Other 
furniture here includes a pair of Adam painted chairs, 
flanking an antique table for flowers, and a grand- 
mother’s clock of fine design, both enhanced by the 
owner’s collection of framed engravings and old 
miniatures. 

The dining area, so typical of the new apartments, is 
given an individual architectural note by built-in shelves 
for a collection of china flanking louvered doors. Walls 
are gray, and the carpet the same as that in the living

room. Furniture here consists of a small two-pedestal 
mahogany dining table, specially designed for the space, 
supplemented by antique Regency chairs with cane seats 
and striped satin squab cushions. Accessories include a 
gilt cartel clock, plant holders on the wall, and an antique 
brass chandelier. 

The master bedroom is characterized by aquamarine 
walls and matching carpet, this lovely color occurring 
again in the figured Italian silk used for curtains, framing 
panels of white shantung at the window, and for the 
bedspread and tufted headboard of the bed. Effective 
contrast is afforded by the other pieces of furniture in 
the room, consisting of a pair of Louis XV fruitwood 
commodes in an antique finish, used separately for a 
smart new note, and a pair of Louis XV fauteuils with 
cane backs flanking a Louis XV occasional table—useful 
at the bedside for a breakfast tray—holding a finely 
detailed lamp with base of antique overlay glass. A pair 
of lamps with superb Sévres bases, flanking the bed, 
supply a pleasing white note in the room, and a desirable 
gleaming gold note is found in the two baroque silver- 

gilt mirror frames, over the commodes, and a crystal and 
’ bronze doré chandelier. 

The small TV room has been given an air of spacious- 
ness by furniture small in scale, a crisp gray and gold 
color scheme, and by contrasting fabrics: that for cur-

tains bold in color and motif, and that for upholstery 
depending altogether upon color with no pattern; in 
this manner interest in the room is addressed to the small- 
scale fabrics instead of the furniture, and space limita- 
tions go unnoticed. The carpet here is dark gray, the 
curtains gray with a classic fret pattern in black, gold 
and white, these colors appearing again in a couch up- 
liolstered in a nubby gold modern fabric, an upholstered 
chair and ottoman in charcoal fabric, and white and 
gold téle chandelier. Chinese paintings on the walls re- 
peat the colors for added emphasis and contribute an 
exotic design note. 

In the son’s room, with its gold and brown color 
scheme, an air of spaciousness has been effected, as in the 
TV room, by unpatterned areas, in curtains, carpet, sofa 
bed fabric and upholstery fabric, and interesting acces- 
sories, the only color contrast being evident in the pic- 
tures. The furniture here has a pleasing pickled oak 
finish, and the pieces include a small piano, desk, sofa- 
bed frame carved to resemble bamboo, and flanking 
cabinets for lamps. 

In examining these attractive rooms, it will be observed 
that they are characterized by original thinking and 
ingenuity on the part of the interior designer in develop- 
ing them, with stimulating color as the keynote for their 
decorative treatment throughout.

1710 to 1810; two folding-top tables, one of 1760, and 
one of 1800 by Duncan Phyfe; another table for the bed- 
side in the Phyfe style; a tambour desk, probably by 
William Mills, about 1805; a pair of mirrors of the Fed- 
eral Period; a mirror of about 1730 and another of 
1790; and a small amusing Empire sofa. 

The earliest chair, about 1710, has a bannister-back 
and arms with a rush seat and carved top crest. Its origi- 
nal black paint survives. Of particular interest are the 
turnings of the legs and cross-stretchers which are typi- 
cal of the Dutch-English period. 

A mahogany card table with folding top dates about 
1760 and displays bold curves; the gadrooning and drop- 
ping leaf-carving on the knees, the swing of the legs and 
angular claw-and-ball feet are ear-marks of local work- 
manship. There is also an opening for a small drawer 
behind the swinging leg, a feature common to early New 
York card tabies. 

Of the same period is a pair of side chairs of mahogany 
originally from the Cox family of Piping Rock, Long 
Island. The design of the back was taken from Chip- 
pendale’s Director (1762), plate 12 and is faithfully 
and artistically rendered. Here may be noted again the 
distinctive claw-and-ball feet of New York work. 

One of the outstanding pieces in the exhibition is a

tambour desk of mahogany and curly maple veneer. In- 
laid in a small front door is an eagle with seventeen stars, 
indicating that the desk was made about 1805, probably 
by William Mills of New York who was formerly with 
Mills & Demming. This desk with its intricacy of de- 
sign, harmony of line and functionality of construction 
could be taken as a splendid representative of the era. 

A pair of oval mirrors in gilt wood frames with spread 
eagles are very unusual. The shield of the early Republic 
is on the eagle’s breast, and beneath are the motto “E 
Pluribus Unum” and the thirteen stars. Around the 
frame are shells and dolphins spurting water. These dis- 
tinctive mirrors hung originally in the hotel, The Howard 
House, at the corner of Broadway and Howard Street. 
This hotel was purchased in 1811 by the Friedel family 
and the mirrors remained in the family until sold by a 
direct descendant to Mrs. J. Insley Blair. 

The exhibition has been assembled under the direc- 
tion of Miss V. Isabelle Miller, Curator of the Museum’s 
Costume, Silver & Furniture Collections. The distinctive 
features of New York craftsmanship evident in each piece 
are emphasized in the labelling of the exhibition.

design, was organized in 1944 to stimulate interest in 
the subject. The results of the Council’s efforts may be 
realized in this traveling exhibition, Design from Britain, 
which opened at the Smithsonian Institution in the 
spring and since then has been on view at Brooks Me- 
morial Art Gallery, Memphis, and the Merchandise 
Mart, Chicago. 

From July 15 to August 16 the exhibition will be on 
view at the Museum of Cranbrook Academy of Art, 
Bloomfield Hills, Mich.; from August 30 to Sept. 24, at 
Walker Art Center, Minneapolis; from Oct. 5 to 26, at 
the Toledo Museum of Art, Toledo; from Nov. 9 to 30, 
at the J. B. Speed Art Museum, Louisville; from Dec. 
13 to Jan. 10, 1954, at the Birmingham Museum of Art, 
Birmingham; and from April 4 to 25, at the Currier 
Gallery of Art, Manchester, N. H.

towards extremes of light or dark with reduced emphasis 
on the medium tones. Molded wood shapes used in a re- 
strained manner were seen in several Swedish imports, 
and seats were kept low to the floor. A number of familiar 
names were represented: Harry Bertoia, Charles Eames, 
Eero Saarinen, and several pieces by the design team of 
Katavolos, Littell and Kelly. 

Fabrics were smaller in scale with clearly defined pat- 
terns, and the smooth, shiny fibers—both synthetic and 
natural—were a logical complement to the increased 
formality of the furniture designs. In printed textiles, the 
keynote was monochromatic schemes such as black and 
dark gray on white and natural. 

Materials used for decorative accessories stressed shiny 
metal surfaces such as brass and aluminum in highly 
polished finishes. In keeping with the general trend away 
from informal, “cottagey” effects, there were less acces- 
sories in wood and basketry. 

Tableware included a wide variety of selections. For 
the first time, decorated dinnerware was represented, the 
committee having chosen a number of pieces from de- 
signs by Raymond Loewy and the new “White Clover” 
pattern by Russel Wright. 

Although the exhibition as a whole brought forth new 
, trends and changes which were not seen in the preceding

Several estimable volumes have already appeared 
dealing with Colonial Williamsburg, but this is the first 
book to be published that gives a satisfactory “inside” 
exposition of the furnishings and interiors of the Wil- 
liamsburg Restoration. 

The furnishings shown—and there are 200 photo- 
graphs, including five in brilliant color—are arranged 
under separate headings: furniture, ceramics and glass, 
silver, pewter and other metals, lighting devices, textiles, 
paintings and prints, which picture with meticulous de- 
tail the superb antiques in the Governor’s Palace, Ral- 
eigh Tavern, and the Wythe and Brush-Everard Houses, 
making a beautiful pictorial record of rich mahogany 
banquet tables and noble Chippendale chairs, magnifi- 
cent highboys, gleaming silver candlesticks, gaily tinted 
porcelain figurines and china, ponderous four-posters 
‘with voluminous draperies, precious hand-woven rugs 
and curtains, quaint kitchen utensils, and an outstand- 
ing collection of portraits of colonial worthies and 18th- 
century beauties. 

The editors of Antiques magazine, headed by Editor 
Alice Winchester, have made an entirely new approach 
which will be valuable both as a guide to the collections 
and as a pictorial record of the furnishings at Williams- 
burg. An introduction by the eminent scholar, Dr. T. J. 
Wertenbaker, sets the scene and describes the people 
whose taste and craftsmanship are illustrated. A study 
of the photographs and a reading of the descriptive 
text will leave you with a burning desire to visit Colonial 
Williamsburg and see for yourself the individual beauty 
confined in that little fair city. This volume will also 
help you to gain a clearer understanding from your visit 





by an altogether new and keener appreciation.

It is good decorating to combine furniture of different 
periods in a well furnished traditional homie. The tradi- 
tional periods mix well together when they share in com- 
mon the elements of classic design. For the same reason 
the new modern—its “institutional” look outgrown, its 
basic classicism apparent—can live happily in many tra- 
ditional houses. A house is no longer regarded as a mere 
“machine for living”, filled with machine-like furniture 
in the faith that beauty inevitably resides where “form 
follows function”. 

Marcel Breuer is quoted as saying that a piece of 
furniture is in itself impersonal, that it takes on meaning 
only from the way it is used. Le Corbusier calls furniture 
“a humble and anonymous servant”. Most people have 
demanded more than this of their furniture and proba- 
bly always will. Most people consider their furniture as 
they do their clothes or their jewels, as something that 
has a very distinct personality of its own, to be valued 
and cherished on its own account, to be appreciated as 
a work of art may be. This is the fact, whether or not, 
according to Breuer and Le Corbusier, it should be 
otherwise. Furniture that denies people the satisfaction 
they get from valuing a thing for its own sake, on the 
theory that people should be given not what they want 
but what somebody else wants them to want, is being 
discredited. The mature period of modern design is 
asserting itself.
